The famous statement of Inger- 
soil one world at a time” can be 
interpreted to mean either very 
much or very little. For though 
th: erdinary impression conveyed 
by the phrase is that one world 
means simply the material earth on 
which we are now existing. We 
should not forget that without re- 
noving curselves from this planet 
we can catch glimpses of other 
worlds, and whatever knowledge cf 
astronomy we can obtain while on 
earth may be fairly regarded as 
a legitimate portion of our earthly 
ex perience. 

Not only is this the case, but 
reason comipels us to admit that no 
world lives alone in the universe, 
planets being found in systems 
several at once revolving around 
the central sun, without whose 1ad- 
iance no life could be maintained 
upon their surfaces. We cannot 
therefore banish from our thought 
a'l acknowledgement of a larger 
and brighter orb to which we are 
indebted for the means of owr sub- 
cistence. ‘One world at a time” is 
therefore unthinkable from the as- 
tronomer’s standpoint, and what is 
true literally is even truer spirit- 
ually. 

Wien speaking, therefore upon 
the here and the now, we may seek 
to endeavor to give to these words 
a larger than ordinary definition, 
and without doing any violence to 
language we can assuredly declare 
that we can live nowhere but here 
and that at no time except now. 

Granting that there can be any 
communion with the spiritua! state 
that communion must belong to 
the here and the now, seeing that 
it is now realized here. It there- 
fore is quite reasonable to affirm 
that clairvoyance, clairaudience, 
telepathy. mental] telegraphy and 
clairsenscience in general are phases 
of human experience possibie to 
men and women now living in this 
immediate part of the world.

What seerns to be the soul acting 

a the cody is bv proxy of thespirit. 
t hus what a man puts into his soui, 
the induences with which he sur- 
rounds is, determines the thoughts, 
movements and feelings of the spirit 
in the next fife. 

The soul, perse, is a pure anadul- 
turated spark of the Divinity. or 
what may be termed Nature, God, 
Life or Causation. The term Love 
has been applied to define it—-the 
conscionsness of it in advanced souls 
suggesting this because it had a sim- 
larity to this emotion in the hu- 
man entity. Thus the aphorism: 
God is Love! 

But what a man injects into his 
spirit reacts directly on the body— 
only that in this case material or 
physical impulses can permeate and 
become a constituency of the spirit 
qualifying it in accordance with the 
materiality indulged—natural nceds 
excepted which do not spread be- 
vond physical absorbtion. It is 
only that which ts indulged beyond 
absolute requirements which connect 
with the spirit, as the social drink- 
ing habit or stimulating the natural 
appetites by this or by any other 
means, even though it be bv merely 
thinking of the same. 

The mind is as great atempter as 
the habit (or passion which has 
evolved from it) aud then the poor 
devil or an obsesser is blamed for it. 

After the spirit has been tainted 
with an unnatural or a forced indul- 
vence it becomes asense that craves 
repetition, and acts as consciously 
in the matter as anv natural sense 
or as its creator is conscious—the 
etfect partaking of the nature of the 
cause, just as man partakes of the 
Divine Nature from which he evo- 
luted. 

Now, as enhancing the physical 
appetites or indulging them abnor- 
mally evolves an earthy or earth- 
bound spirit, so the abnorma! exer- 


cise of the soul's desires, which may 


all besummed up in that one divine 
principle. love-—--though diferentiat- 
ed as sympathy, charity, kindliness 
or conjugality—envelops the soul of 
man in materiality or spiritual dark- 
ness according to circumstances. 

As only absolute truth or pure 
love can attach itself to the soul di- 
rectly — and which constitutes all 
that. is righteous or just, spiritually 
considered~the impure or unright- 
eous, whether as thought, feeling or 
action, simply environs the soul as 
a cloud or peri-spirit and reacts on 
the spirit for conscious effects com- 
patible with its mouldisg—the spirit 
passing it on to the body as long as 
this adjunct exists. 

But the ete and consequently 
strongest reactionary force on spirit 
and body is that of an unchaste or 
abnormal conjugality, commoniy 
-ermed lust—being thestrongest be- 
cause a combining of all the forces in 
man for one effect : LIFE, even tho’ 
it be wasted. . It is the divinity in 
man exemplifying his Creator. And 
its perversion’ is his future hell as 
its rightful exercise is his heaven.

If memory serves me right, the last 
mention in my former communica- 
cation, was in connection with our 
brief visit to Baker Citv, Oregon.

The condition of working people 
has not been growing worse for the 
last thirty years but better, and we 
can work morc efficiently for better 
times still by admitting this fact. 
It will not harm usto cultivate 
admiration for superior talent in 
every department of human life; to 
be glad there are many people who 
are excellent managers, and can 
make labor count, even if they con- 
trive to get th: lion’s share of the 
profits. Im so benefitting them- 
selves they bencfit others, and can- 
not help it; but the betting gamb- 
lers in bonds, stocks and prov- 
isions are parsites; they are vun- 
mitigated curses. I say this being 
fully aware that in dcing so Į am 
condemning the actions of some 
Spiritualists, «nd that some me- 
diums sell their psyelic gifts to en- 
courage this traffic. While viewing 
the qnestion <! crime we have to 
view another very biack picture. 

The safety which criminals can 
proceed makcs crime aimost res- 
pectable. The lw dces not appear 
to be executed on more than one in 
seventy murccrers. Think of the 
object lesson the viciously inclined 
can study. One in seventy is not a 
very vminous outlook. Of course, 
they are not ai detected, but we do 
‘not look for the excution of the law 
when thev arc. The courts and 
juries let them get awav. 

We let the lawyers frame the laws, 
and they frame them with an eye 
to their own business, to make 
their profession profitable. This is 
done by. snaking, trials as tedious, 
uncertain and expensive as possible. 
The masses of the people rely on 
the profession. They look to the 
doctors to put in earnest work to 
secure public health. It is looking 
to have them ignore their financial 
prosperity, They look to the 
lawyers to lead in framing the laws

Our duty is 
simply to place the criminal where 
he can do no mischief and can be- 
come useful in more ways than one 
to humanity. Taking human life is 
barbarous. whatever the apology; 
and those who are instrumentel in 
having such a law enacted—if but 
in silent thoughts for thoughts are 
things and exert an influence—are 
equally guilty tefore the higher law, 
and will suffer comparably i in body or 
spirit.
